This is almost two years after Shea notified 
me it was to be reviewed for disclosure to me. it also is a date that indicates it 
could have reached me in lass than 18 days.

Criminal Division has not provided any relevant records. It is included in the 
request. Item 17, for "All notes, memoranda, correspondence or investigative reports 
constituting or pertaining to any re-investigation or attemtped re-investigatian of the 
assassination of Dr. King undertaken in 1969 or any time thereafter, and all documents 
setting forth the reasons or guidelines for any such re-investigation. "

The request of the FBI includes FBI HQ. No such inventory is in the FBIHQ MURKIN file.

(Pbt tinge r also says they 
want to review "every single item, which adds emphasis.;
